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Executive Summary

Palm oil production fell in 1999/00 and is expected to continue lower in 2000/01 due to poor rainfall
distribution for past three years, 1998,1999 and 2000, and the drop in world market price of palm oil. However,
the expected fall is moderated by improvement in the rate of oil extraction resulting from new investment in
processing machinery by the privatized firmsin recent years and improvement in yields from renewed
plantations. A dlight increase in production is forecast for the 2001/02 season.

Total oil exportsfell in 2000 due to the sharp drop in the exports of palm oil and palm kernel resulting from
increased domestic sale to take advantage of relatively high local price. However, exports of coconut and cotton
oil remain unchanged at the 1999 level. Total oil exportsin 2000 were estimated at 112,857 MT compared to
153,860 MT in 1999. Palm oil exports remain the main oil exports accounting for about 72 percent of total oil
exportsin 2000. Palm oil exportsin 2000 were 72,190 MT against exports of 101,009 MT in 1999. Cote
d’lIvoire oil exports are tending more to refined products. In 2000, palm oil exports consisted of 13,211 MT of
crude oil and 58,979 MT of refined oil compared to 44,429 MT of crude oil and 56,578 MT of refined oil in
1999.

Total oil meal exportsfell in 2000 due to the fall in supply. Exportsin 2000 were 56,042 MT against 65,627
MT in 1999. Official statistics show no imports of soybean in 2000, but a significant quantity seemed to be
imported into the country informally.

Total oil importsfell in 2000 due to increased domestic supply from local processors and the relatively high
price of imported products. Total oil importsin 2000 were 18,963 MT against 29,643 MT in 1999. Crude pam
oil importsin 2000 for domestic refining were 10,718 MT against 15,526 MT in 1999, and refined palm oil
imports were 2,232 MT against 950 MT in 1999. Other oil imports of significance were rapeseed oil, 1,827
MT; sunflower oil, 745 MT; and olive oil, 733 MT.
